She met her husband-tobe at 
Williamsburg while he was a stu- 
dent at the College of William and 
Mary. When he obtained his law 
degree, they were married and set- 
tled in Norfolk, where Mr. Hughes 
commenced a law practice which 
was to last for more than 50 years 
and establish him as one of the 
leading members of the Norfolk and 
Virginia bar. 

Mr. Hughes died January 15, 1940, 
less than four weeks before the 
couple would have observed thelr 
sixty-first. wedding anniversary. 

Mrs, Hughes Js survived by one 
son, Robert M. Hughes, Jr., of Nor- 
folk, and one grandson, Robert M. 
Hughes, IM. (Another son, Sydney|
